BURNHAMS CONVICTED 


The Accomplice Gets A Ten, 
Year Verdict. 


BURNHAM - - 2 0 YEARS 


The case of Ferrell Burnham, charg 
ed with being an accomplice in the 
killing of John Mosier in the Sand 
Flat schoolhouse on Saturday night, 
June 10th of last year, was the main 
feature in the court pi'cceedings last 
week. 
T ie case went to the jury 
Thursday, and after being out over 
night they returned a verdict and as­ 
sessed B u rn h am ’s punishment at ten 
years in the penitentiary. 
Immediate 
ly after this case 
was given to th* 
jury the case of Roy Burnham was 
called for t r i a l , and not until Wed 
nesday of this week was it disposed 
of, when a verdict was given in set­ 
ting the defendant’s punishment at 20 
years in state prison, 
Roy Burnham 
was charged with the killing of Mos­ 
ier. 
Large crowds were in attend­ 
ance all during the trials, and there 
were over one hundred witnesses pre­ 
sent. 
From the testimony brought out in 
th ese cases, it see ins there had been 
hard feelings between Mr. Mosier and 
Roy Burnham on aehouut of Burn­ 
ham's treatment of }"s wife, who is j 
M osier’s daughter. 
Mosier induced J 
his daughter to leave Burnham and i 
return home. 
This is supposed to 
have aggravated the ill feelings ex­ 
isting between Burnham nod Mosier 
and the killing was the result. 
Mosier was sitting in the church 
when the Burnhams entered the house, j 
Passing dowu the isle close to where , 
Mosier was, Roy Burnham whipped: 
out a pistol and shot Mosier three 
times in the head. 
The first bullet 
entered at the crown of the bead, the 
second in the forehead and the third 
just below the mouth. 
The two last 
shots were fired as Mosier'^ head fell 
back. 
Burnham’s position was left 
to the rear M osier when the shots were 
fired. 
Ferrell Burnham did not take 
part in the shooting, but stood close 
by his cousin R oy. 
After the shoot­ 
ing the Burnham boys left the church 
and went to home of Jim Burnham, 
where they were arrested and brought 
to Decatur.

“ Uncle S a m ” W oody, the first set­ 
tler of VV ise county and now between 
84 and 8;> years of age, is spending 
Saturday and Sunday in D allas as 
the guest of Mr. and Airs. J. W. Cris- 
ler, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. J. 
J. Woody and baby of F o r t W orth, 
Mr. Woody being the son of the W ise 
county pioneer. The baby Marion is 
the forty-ii I th grandchild of “ Uncle 
Sam, 
who had seven children, four 
boys and three girls, all living and 
all in I exas, w ith the exception of 
one son, who is in the mining busi­ 
ness in Mexico. 
“ Uncle S a m ’’ was 
born iii East Tennessee, near Knox­ 
ville. and came to Texas in 1849, set­ 
tling at Fort Worth, then a fort. 
He 
helped found the Panther Citv and re­ 
mained in that growing town for five 
years, when he moved to Wise coun­ 
ty. building tile first log catlin in the 
county.

Ile has found 
ihat wings decrease the value of chick­ 
ens In cities and towns by making 
their confinement in yards more diffi-' 
cult. 
Ile conceived the idea of cross­ 
ing common breeds with the Wyan­ 
dotte* and Barred Bocks, whose wings 
are smaller in proportion to their 
weight than those of other chickens. 
After several seasons he has produced 
a fowl which has only a few pin 
feathers where nature meant wings to 
be and which cannot jump a fence 
higher than two feet. 
It will be eas­ 
ier, Mr* Bertram says, to fntlen chick­ 
ens which do not reduce their weight 
by the exertion of flying. 
This will 
compensate by putting more flesh on 
drumsticks and wishbones for the ulti­ 
mate atrophy and disappearance of the 
wings.—Science Siftings.

House Joint Resolution No. 7- 
Foint Resolution to amend Section 51 
>f Article 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas, as amended in 1803. 
»o as to authorize the g rant of aid in 
he establishment and maintenance of 
i home for lite disabled and depend- 
mt wives and widows of Confederate 
•oldiers and sailors and such woman 
is aided the Confederacy, and muli­ 
ng an appropriation 
Be it Resolved by the Legislature 
>f the State of Texas: 
Section I. 
That Section 51 of Ar­ 
iole 3 of the Constitution of the State 
it Texas, as amended in 1803, be so 
mended as to hereafter read as fol- 
ows: 
Article 3. Section 51. 
The legimlit­ 
ll re shall have no power to make any 
rant or authorize the making of any 
rant of pub1: * money to any indict 
na I, associations of individuals, mu- 
ici pal or other corporations what- 
oever; provided, however, the leg­ 


islature may grant aid to indigent 
and disabled Confederate soldiers and 
sailors who came to Texas prior to 
Ja n u ary I, 1*80, and who are either 
over sixty years of age or whose dis­ 
ability is the proximate result of ac­ 
tual service in the Confederate army 
for a period of at least three months, 
their widows in indigent circumstanc­ 
es who have never remarried and 
who have been bona tide residents of 
the State of Texas since March I, 
1880, and who were married to such 
soldiers oi-sailors anterior to March 
I, 1880; provided, said aid shall not 
exceed eight dollars per month, and 
provided further, that no appro p ria­ 
tions shall ever- be made for the pu r­ 
pose hereinbefore specified in excess 
of five hundred thousand dollars for 
any one year. 
And also g ran t aid to 
the establishment and maintenance of 
a home for said soldiers and sailors 
their wives and widows and women 
who aided in the Con'ederacy, under 
such regulations and limitations as 
may be provided by law; provided, 
the grant to aid said home shall not 
exceed one hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand dollars for any one year, and 
no inmate of said homes snail be en­ 
titled to any other aid from the state; 


the legislature may provide for hus­ 
band and wife to remain together in 
the home; and provided further, that 
the provisions of this Section shall 
not be construed to prevent the grant 
of aid in case of public calamity. 
Sec. 2. 
The Governor of the state 
is hereby directed to issue the neces­ 
sary proclamation for the submission 
of tins amendment to the qualified 
voters of the State of Texas at the 
regular election of state officers, in 
November, i810. 
The sum of $5,000,00, or so much 
thereof as may De necessary, is here­ 
by appropriated to pay the expenses 
of carrying out the provisions of this 
resolution.
